Met agreeable to adjournment, and opened the 
meeting with the Lord's prayer. 


The committee now brought up their propoſi- 
tions, as follows ;— 


Pro. I. That as the human body conſiſts of 
many members, which, for the preſervation of the 
whole, muſt act in uniſon, ſo will the New Church 
conſiſt of numerous ſocieties, which, for their mu- 
tual ſtrength, and ſupport of the common cauſe, 
muſt conform to certain general rules of fraternal 
union and eccleſiaſtical order. 


Pro. II. That of conſequence, no ordinance, 
regulation, &c. in the church immediately affecting 
any particular ſociety, and mediately the ſocieties in 
general, can be duly ſanctioned without the concur- 


rence and approbation of at leaſt a majority of the 
ſocieties, 


-Pro. III. That by parity of reaſon, if any 
palticular ſociety ſhall refuſe to ſolicit, or fail to 
obtain, ſuch ſanction, the adoption of any ordinance, 
regulation, &c. by that ſociety, will tacitly lay them 
under a general cenſure. 


Pro. IV. That in order to obtain this general 
ſanction in due order, each ſociety ſhall have a 
preſident annually choſen, who ſhall be inveſted with 
authority to call a meeting of the ſociety ro which 
he belongs, upon any propoſition for a new ordi- 
nance, regulation, &c. from any other ſociety; and 
alſo to report the reſult of their deliberations, to the 
ſociety from which the propoſition originated, 


Pro. V. That after the preſident of any parti- 
cular ſociety, ſhall have taken the ſenſe of all the 
ſocieties, upon any propoſition as above, he ſhall 
. again

again ſend circular letters to the preſidents of all the 
ſocieties, acquainting them with the particular deter- 
mination; and recommend it to them all, to abide 
by the general deciſion; and requeſt of each that ſuch 
circular letter be inſerted in the records of the 
ſociety. c | | 
Pro. VI. That no perſon can be admitted as a 
regular member of the church, but through the 
gate of baptiſm ; but if they have been once bap- 
tized, RE-BABTISM ſhall be made a matter of conſct- 
ence, and left to the diſcretion of every perſon. 


Pro. VII. Nor can any perſon be conſidered as 
a full member of any particular ſociety, qualified to 
interfere in its interior concerns, until he hath com- 
municated with that ſociety in receiving the Holy 
Supper. | | 

Pro. VIII. That each ſociety chooſe its own 
miniſter ; but that it previouſly acquaint the diffe- 
rent ſocieties with their reaſons for ſuch choice, in 
regard to their intended miniſter's moral character 
cordial reception of the doftrines of the New Church 
and bis abilities as a teacher ; and that ſuch approba- 
tion, when obtained, be conſidered as a ſufficient 
qualification for his ordination. 


Pro. IX. That no miniſter ſhall be removed 
from his office, without ſufficient reaſons are aſſigned, 
either in regard to his moral character, his promul- 
gation of the doctrines of the New Church, or his 
abilities as a teacher; nor ſhall any miniſter remove 
himſelf from the adminiſtration of his office, without 
communicating his reaſons as above to all the other 
ſocieties ; and that in either caſe, the different ſo- 
cieties be requeſted to ſignify their approbation or 
diſapprobation of the meaſure. 


"Pro. X. That the ſocieties, through the medium 


of their repreſentatives, be requeſted to adopt one

Pro. XI. That each ſociety ſupport its own 
miniſter, in ſuch a manner as ſhall be agreeable to 
the reſpective parties. 


Pro. XII. That theſe propoſitions be recom- 
mended to the conſideration of the ſocieties in 
general, and that they be left open to be confirmed 
at the next annual conference. 


Concluded with the Lord's prayer, and adjourned 
till the next morning ten o'clock. 


Tueſday, April 2. 


Met agreeable to adjourniment, and opened the 
meeting with the Lord's prayer. 


When the minutes were again read and paſſed 
unanimouſly— 


Moved, and duly ſeconded, that copies of theſe 
minutes be ſent to each ſociety ſoon as printed, and 
that each ſociety be requeſted to appoint a preſident 
(according to propoſal the fourth) immediately, who 
ſhall ſend his direction to the general preſident (Mr. 
S. Mann) that he may inform the church at large, 
who the preſident is of each particular ſociety. 


The conference having finiſhed ſuch buſineſs as 
have been brought before them, now transfer the 
buſineſs of the church. at large: to the preſident and 
committee of the preſent conference; and impower 


them to call a conference, to meet next Eaſter Mon- 


day at Mancheſter. 


For the information of thoſe who may be inclined 
to leave any legacies for the benefit of the New

N. B. Giving lands, or money, or ſtock, by will, 
to be laid out in the purchaſe of any real eſtate, for 


the above purpoſe, will be void by the mortmain 
laws; but money or ſtock may be given by will, 


without being directed to be ſo laid out.
